Witha 
full and complete understanding ef the 
terms, and with a hearty concurrence, 
not only acquiesced in, but insisted 
upon and emphasized upoa every pos- 
sible occasion and in every conceivable 
way, Mr. Kinkead went into the fight, 
and his efforts were crowned with suc- 
cess. The very life of the Republican 
party now trembles upon the point of 
‘his pen.

afterwards it augmented rapidly, be- 
ing estimated by Sir Hector s high 
as forty-nine millions for 1875, al- 
though the reports of the 
United States mint gives” the 
production that year as only 
$35,700,000. The real production 
of 1875 was, therefere, only $71,200,- 
000, or an increase of about 75 per 
cent. in the twenty-four years. Ac- 
cording te Wells, Fargo & Co.'s re- 
port for 1873, the yield of the United 
States mines has not since 1875 sensi- 
bly increased; so that even if all other 
countries were as productive as be- 
fore, we cannot estimate the werld’s 
production at4nuch over $71,000,000. 
But is it probable that all other cena- 
ties have yielded as much as formerly? 
The evidence laid before the British 
committee was all to the effect that, 
while the United States mines were 
marvelously rich, these ef other ceun- 
tries were becoming exhausted. Their 
production has long been statienary, 
and would almost certainly fall off 
under the influence of depreciation. 
Even the United Ststes mines have 
felt this influence. It is. incentesti- 
ble, then, that the world’s production 
has not increased within the last three 
years; it is in the highest degree pre- 
bable that it has materially Gcimiao- 
ished.

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THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 


Referring to the classical answer 


made by the Elko Independent to the 
Gazette's review of the report of the 


regents of the university, which was 


wortliy of the organ of a university 
town, the Carsen Appeal says: 


The Reno Gazette, plaintiff, and 
the Elko Independent, defendant, 
seem to be at logger-heads about this 
institution. The Reno paper has been 
saying everything mean and spiteful 
that can be thought of on the subject, 
while the Elko paper comes back after 
him regularly with termendous sen- 
tencés and words as long as your arm. 

- The Independent of last Friday clinches 
the whole subject matter of the wrang- 
ling with the following eloquent per- 
‘Oration to a long crashing leader: 

Whether Reno is pleased or dis- 
pleased with the arrangement, the 
citizens of Elko don’t care a continen- 
tal dam, and the journals of that lo- 
cality may as well possess their souls 
in peace acd de a little prespecting 
for the beam ia their own eye. 

The case of the university, as can be 
readily perceived by any thoughtful, 
right-minded person, is simply this: 
Its continuance is a matter of econ- 
emy. Its discentinuanee would in- 


volve the forfeiture ef large grants of 


land made to the state, by the general 
government, or, rather, a forfeiture to 
this extent, the state would be obliged 
to pay to the general government 
$1 25 per acre for all the laud taken 
up and settled by stock raisers in Ne- 
vada. The university grant proper is 
40,080 acres. The mining college 
grant is 90,000 acres. The time, twice 
extended, fer the establishment of a 
mining college, has twice expired, aud 
the grant has, strictly speaking, been 
forfeited, but will, no doubt be e! 
tended again, according to the petitio 
of the legislature by concurrent resd- 
lution.. Technically, the continuance 
ef the institution at Eiko, with some 
latitude allowed to its scope and its 
name, will enable us to hold both 
grants, and in due time to secure titles 
to settlers without any outlay en the 
part of the state. 


The Gazetre looks at the matter 
merely in the light ef economy. An 
institution of the kind is necessary to 
get our land, but why, in the name of 
common sense, sheuld we not get some 
good of it when it could be made sv 
very usefal and contribute to the real 
advancement of our young men and 
young women. We don't want it 
here. We have schools sufficient for 
present purposes, but when the state 
gets a little older some higher schools 
than any we have now will be neces- 
sary. If the state uwiversity was at 
Humbeldt House, or in Clover valley, 
or at Carson, or anywhere where grass 
and trees would grow our yeung men 
would go, but they ought not to be 
forced to the alternative of going to 
Elko or remaining in ignorance, and 
the spectacle of a state university run 
at enormous expense, with a three 
theusand dollar teacher for the benefit 
“ sixteen alkali lappers, is too much 
er our philosophy.

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MOUNTAIN MAHOGANY, 


A Valuable Tree Which is Being Cut up 
for Firewoed. 


Ranchers in the neighborhood of 
Reno oecasionally employ an idle day in 
hauiing into towu a load of mountain 
mahogany (cerco corpus Ledifolius) 
which finds a ready sale for firewood. It 
is very hard and very heavy; harder 
and heavier than maszanita, which it 
resembles n its general manner of 
growing. It pushes up several bush- 
like branches from the ground instead 
of having a truok. In color its _ bark 
is brown or gray, instead of red like 
nianzanita. It burns almost without 
smoke making a very hot, even fire, 
outlasting three times as much pine, 
but making a great deal of ashes, It 
is nearer to avthracite coal in its manu- 
ner of burning than any wood known. 


It burns best when mixed with other 
woed and is much less destructive of 
stoves. It catches surptisingly easy 
whether green or dry. The pine and 
meuntain mahogany seem to have 
little friendship fer each other. Wher 

ene grews the other doesnet. Th 
latter scatters eut over the high 
meuntains almost everywhere that 
the larger trees de not reach _ the 
summits, giving a hairy, furzy look to 
the precipiteus sides and recky tops 
of mountains eleven or twelve thou- 
sand feet above séa level. It is not 
confined to high elevations, however, 
but grows about as thickly and nearly 
as large bel w the timber line, at an 
elevation of five er six theusand feet, 
as anywhere else. It is very unusual 
to find a stick six inches in diamater, 
or a tree over ten or twelve feet high. 
Its leaves are evergreen, of a pale 
blue coler and about an inch loag, 
but are not very plentiful. They add 
little to the landscape having too lit- 
tle color te give character to the hill- 
side where they grow. There is little 
doubt but that mountain mahogany 
is a valuable tree far a variety of uses. 


' It would make a nice veneering for 


fine furniture. The grain is beautiful 
and the combination ef colors very 
rich. Itisalso likely to be largely 
used in the place of boxwood in ma- 
king woodcuts avd printing type. 
The world is being depleted of box- 
wood at ar alarming rate, and if this 
is a substitute, it will prove a valuable 
addition to the products of this state. 


Water Coming. 

In an interview with a GAZETTE re- 
porter Friday, A. A. Evans ssid 
that the contracts were let several 
days ago te finish the lower end of the 
Highland ditch, the contract to fin- 
ish the west end was signed to-day. 
This will open the channel inside of 
sixty days. Theditch will be 11% 
miles long, fourrfeet wide on the bot 
tom and two feet deep, with a fall of 
four feet to the mile and will carry 


about 1500 inches of water. The 
flumes will be very large, s» that the 
capacity can be increased by simply 
shoveling out the ditch. A reservoir 
that will hold tw» menths supply of 
water, will be constructed above the 
seminary. It will be ona flat, and 
three sides will be an earthen em- 
bankment. The water will stand 
frem six to eight feet deep. A _ pipe 
twelve inches at the mouth, gradually 
decreasing in size to eight inches, will 
bring the water frem the reservoir to 
the town, where it will cennect with 
the town system of pipes heretofore 
in use. The pipes will ve laid deeper 
where it is necessary and all made 
solid for hard weather. New pipe 
will be Inid in Commercial Row and 
many other parts of the tewn.

Peacable Indians to be Kobbed of Their 
Farms by the Great Father. 


Governor Kinkead last Sunday had 
an interview with Captain Palmer, 
who bore the following letter, dated 
Carlin, Nev., Nov. 14th, 1878, and 
addressed to the governor : 

The bearer, Captain J. A. Palmer, 
visits you for the purpose of making 
known the necessity of some imme- 
diate steps to prevent the remeval of 
the western Shoshene Indians: from 
their reservation near this place. They 
are very much dissatisfied to be com- 
pelled to abandon their homes. They 
have been in quiet possession for the 
last six years, and in which they have 
made valuable improvements. If you 
will use your influence with the gen- 
eral government in this matter, you 
will be doing them an act of justice, 
and it may prevent an Indian out- 
break. Very respetfully, 

G. W, CoppDINeToN, 
Div. Supt. C.P.R.R, 
M. M. Situ, 
Master Mechanic C.P.R.K.,and ethers. 

The interpreter, Captain Bill, was 
with Captain Palmer. These Indians 
number about 800. They were located 


Washingten. They have 700 or 800 
acres of land, about twenty miles 
north ef Carlin, about 300 ef which 
is under cultivation in grain, potatees, 
and vegetables. They sell grain, which 
is hauled out to the railr>ad, and have 
a fine band ef cattle, and are self sus- 
taining. They live in houses, each 
family separate, with barns, corrals, 
étc., and each holds his own property. 
There is no other reservatien in the 
country that has at all approached 
these Indians in the work they have 
done. Indian Agent, John How, of 
Elko, recently received orders from 
Washington to remove these pceeple 
from their farm to Duck valley, on the 
edge of Idaho, on a branch of the 
Owyhee, one of the tributaries of the 
Columbia. This valley is in the 
Bannock country,with whom they will 
be in continual warfare. They refuse 
to go, and if they are forced to give 
up their homes, they will turn wild 
aud fight everybedy they can rob. 
The governor will telegraph the sec- 
retary of the interior to-morrew, and 
write to Congressman Daggett all the 
facts. Doubtless some steps will be 
taken to prevent such an act of cruelty 
and injustice. 


MORE THEORIES UPSET. 


Gold and Silver in Porphyry and 
Trachyte in the Con, Esmeralda. 


[Lyon Co. Times.] 

About four miles northwest of Reno 
there is a miueral belt fully 3000 feet 
in Width, and having immense crop- 
pings, which promises exceedingly 
well. The east side of this belt is 
bounded by a feldspathic porphyry, 
the west by slate. The vein matter 
consists of quartz gray porphyry and 
trachyte, carrying gold and_ silver. 
The ore appears to contain quite a 
percentage of base metal, but it is 
nevertheléss very friable and mills 
quite freely. This is therefore a very 
peculiar formation. Sixteen claims, 
1500 feet each in length, have been 
located on this belt and incerporated 
under the name of Conselidated 
Esmerelda. These locatiens are par- 
allel, and include the whole belt as 
far as traced, A short time ago E. J. 
Baldwin, A. K. Grimm and other 
San Francisce capitalists purchased 
the controlling interest in this prep- 
erty and placed in charge Colonel 
S. T. Curtis, whe ac once tovok steps 
to develop it in & systematic manner. 
A shaft was commenced, and at the 
50 level a drift was run northa dis- 
tance of 80 feet, encountering bunches 
and streaks of good ore. Ata depth 
of 100 feet a west crosscut was driven 
110 feet, and penetrated a solid body 
of ore 14 fect in width, the remainder 
ot the crosscut being in streaks and 
and bunche: of ore mixed with gray- 
ish porphyry. Average samples from 
the crosscut, which was assayed at 
the justice office last Thursday, went 
as follows: Sample Ne. 1 (labeled 
‘milling ore’’)—gold, $8 78; silver, 
$144 49; total, $153 27 per ton. No. 
2 (“low grade’’)—gold, $10 04; silver, 
$29 19; total, $39 23. No. 3.(*‘all 
kinds’’)—gold, $6 27; silver, $57 65; 
total, $63 92. The crosscut will be 
continued until the slate formation 
which is supposed to be the west wal] 
is found, where, it is expected, the 
ore will be more concentrated. The 
above information is derived frem 
Colonel Curtis, who visits the prop- 
erty twice a week,

THE TIMBBR ON THE EASTERN SLOPE. 


What Can be Cutina the Truckee Basin 
Frem Lake Tahoe te Kero. 


Every year the timber question 
grows in importance, and attracts 
mors attention, not enly in Nevada 
and on the Pacific coast, nor yet in 
the United States, but all over the 
world. Men have sought fer substi- 
tutes, and have found a partial one in 
iron. They have tried to replace the 
ferests cut inte lumber and weod, but 
they want to destroy in an hour what 
it takes a hundred years to grow. 
Science is busily engaged in studying 
the effects which will follew the great 
change from a woeded to an open 


country, and it is a study in which 
every man, weman, and child is inter- 
ested. Nevada has no mere im- 
portant subject for consideration than 
this. Without timber her geld and 
silver will stay in the rocks. Nay, 


leven with abundant material, the va- 


riations of one or twe dollars per 
thousand will effect, to a large degree, 
the amouut of bullien preduced. The 
Truckee basin has a supply of timber 
which, at the present rate of consump- 
tion, 

WILL LAST ABOUT TWENTY YEARS, 
but before it is half cut eut, the ex- 
pense will have increased se much as to 
raise the price twenty per cent. This 
will open up new sources of supply, 


and divert the destruction iato new 
fields, so that it will be many times 
that. before the whele available crop is 
exhausted. Between Sierra valley 
and the south end of Lake Tahoe there 
could be cut about two thousand mil- 
lien feet of lumber, and between five 
and seven million cords of wood. 
This is figuring on close cutting, such 
as the mills are doing now, instead of 
fermer extravagant methods. Prosser 
creek, from the Ceniral Pacific te the 
summit, will contribute one hundred 
million feet, witheut much advance 
The Little Truckee will 
bring in five hundred milliea. The 
head waters of Martis creek, above 
Richardsen’s, will cut two hundred 
aud fifty millions, which is quite with- 


in reach of legying railroads, being on 
a flattish country,comparatively speak- 
Richardsen’s and “McFarland’s basin 
will held about ninety § mililien 
and will cut to great advantage. Ju 
niper creek will take out in the neigh- 
borhood ef a hundred million, at a 
profit, at present prices. Below the 
mouth of Juniper creek to the timber 
line above Reno, about 

THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY MILLION 
are standing. Between the town of 
Truckee and the south end of the 


lake, the river will catch over a hun- 
dred and fifty million, at a decent 
figure. Thie will leave half as much 
more standing on high mouatains, and 
in inaccessible places. Around the 
lake itself the amount of lumber is 


ENORMOUSLY OVERESTIMATED. 
[n the whole vast basin there is not 
ever five hundred million, nearly half 
of which is barred out by the difficul- 
ty of getting it. It is safe to say that 
if the consumption of 1875-6 had 


centinued, the available timber on 
Lake Tahoe would be exhausted in 
five years from this time. As it is, it 
will continue to fill the demand for 
seven or eight years. Bliss & Yer- 
rington have, as near as it could be 
estimated by excellent judges, two 
hundred million feet, which can be 
got to the mills at a small advance 
on present expenses. Hobart & Mar- 
lette have a beautiful tract which will 
cut about forty-five million, and they 
and other parties could put in another 
hundred million from different places. 


THE DIVIDE 
between the Little Truckee and Sierra 
would give us half enough to fill the 
grand estimate, and there are odd 
corners enough to more than fill the 
balauce. Of course lumber will con- 


tinue to find a market from these dif 
ferent localities for hundreds of years, 
but these figures are the estimates of 
parties acquainted with their own 
neighborhoud, and have been careful- 
ly gathered through several years of 
investigation. Such enormous figures 
and such large tracts of country are 
very hard te get exact, but will stand 
a close investigation.

The Irish Language in Ireland. 


[From the Saturday Review.} 

Early in the present century the 
[rish language was spoken more or less 
in every county throughout Ireland. 
It is estimated that about one-fourth 
of the gross population, or about 1.- 
000,000 people, speke English exclu- 
sively, while probably an equal or 
somewhat greater number knew Irish 
enlv. Ia the intervening potiod down 
to the present time, a yreat change has 
taken place, as is conclusively shown 
in the censuses of 1861 and-4871. In 
all Ireland now, only about 162,400, or 
one in six of the gross population, 
still know no other tongue than Irish. 
When Charleton first issued his “Traits 
and Stories of the Irish Peasavtry,” 
his narrative centuined a large num- 
ber of Irish werds, which in subse- 
quent editions he feund it necessary 
to remove, as they were no longer un- 
dierstood, and Dr. Hume tells us that 
even in their modified form, there ure 
hundreds, probably thousands, in Dub- 
lin who cannot enjoy Charleton’s 
stories. The existing dialect, which 
is more or less prevalent over tlie 
thirty-two counties, with of course, 
lecal variations here and there, is the 
result mainly of the successive Eng- 
lish and Scottish immigratiens.

First. 1797—Special session culled 
by John Adams to meet May the 15, 
1797, to provide for the threatened 
French war. 

Second. 1837—Special session call- 
ed by Martin Van Buren May 15, 
1837,to meet and provide for tinao- 
clal exigencies. (The banks suspend- 
ed May 10, 1837.) 

Third. 1841 —Special session called 
by William Henry Harrison March 
17, 1841, to meet May 81, 1841, to 
consider the revenue and finances of 
the country. This wasachange of 
parties and policies. 

Fourth. 1856— Special session 
called by Franklin Pierce, to meet 
August 21, 1856 (three days after 
idjournment ef congress) to provide 
appropriations fur the army, on ac- 
count ef Indian wars. 

Fifth. 1861-—Special session called 
by Abraham Lincoln, April 15, 1861, 
to meet July 4, 1861, to provide for 
the civil war emergency. 

Sixth. 1877—Special session called 
by R. B. Hayes, to meet October 15, 
1877, to provide appropriations for 
the army, the bill having failed to 
pass,
